March 5—Rep­ 
resentative Boneau (Pvog-Wis) said

Called "Racket, Graft” 
Contending that some corpora­ 
tions pay directors and vice presi­ 
dents salaries ridiculously higher 
than their services warrant, the 
Wisconsin representative added: 
‘‘It is a racket 
It is a graft. 
And I think the one way by which 
to abolish th at racket, that graft, 
is to give it publicity.”
